f 0 HN Mawgridge, the Subject of our following Story) was born in 

j Sr. Margaret 's, Meſtminſter, in the Year 1676. He was the Son of 
Majog Mawgridge, Drum Major of England; and his Mother was of 

good Family in Rent. His Anceſtors have ben employ'd conſtantly in 
the Service of the Crown, ever fince the memorable Camp at Tilbury, in 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. His Father brought him up carefully at 
School ; where, as he himſelf (aid, he was a very unluchy Boy, being gi- 
ven to all che wild Frolicks imaginable, as breaking of Windows, throw- 
* Stones in the Street, and Squibs upon all publick Days, when that fob- 
Ih Cuſtom was in Uſe, and not reftrain'd by a Law. He was naturally 
addicted to be quarreliome from a Child, and was ſo miſchievous that 
Way, that he eſcap'd the Misfortune of killing many Perſons by his un- 
uchy Pranks at ſeveral Times ; inſomuch, chat his Matter was tir'd out 

ith him st School, and was glad to be quit of him; which made him 
care his Legrning ſooner than was other ways deſign d. 

being naturally inclinable to Mulick, his Parents were in Hopes, he might 
ave been a good Proficient therein; but keeping much Company among 
he Soldiery, he took a particular Fancy ro the Kettle-Drum ; which, by

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They had not liv'd fo plentifully 4 as they might have done in their 
Circumſtances, by Reaſon of his Extravagancies in keeping much Compar 
ny, which he lov'd, being himſelf a facetious ſprightly Man, and therefore 
he diſpos d of his Kerrie-Drum, in Order to put ſome Money in his Pocket, 
and buy a Lieutenancy with Part of rhe Money, in a Marching Regiment; 
which he had contracted ſor a (mall Time before this Diſaſter. | 

Therefore, to free the Reader from the Impertinences of relating the - 
farther Trifles of his Life, that have nothing of Moment or Concern tothe 
Iiring World, I ſhall proceed te the true State of the Cale of the Murder of 
Capt. Cope, according to Mr, Mawgriage's dying Account. On the 7th Day 
ot June, 1706. Capt. Vope, having got a Lieutenant's Commiſſion in the | 
Guards, invited ſevetal Officers to Dinner at the Dolphin Tavern in Tower- 
Street, that being the firſt Day he mounted the Guard. Capt. Travel, vha 
was one of the Gentlemen invited, took Mr. Mawgridge along with him thi- 
ther; aſſuring him, he ſhould be as welcome as any of the Company. When 
Dinner was over, and the Reckoning diſcharg'd, of which Mr. Mamgriage 
pay d three Half Crowns for his Share, one Capt. Oatley, who was in the 
Company, and had two Women along with him, finding they were diſpos'd 
to drink more, went out of the Tavern with the Women, and as they were 
getting into the Coach, Mr. Mamgriage follow'd after them, and deſir d they 
would ſet him down in the City, he having ſome Buſineſs to do there; bur 
the Women refuling to admit him, Capt. Travel follow'd him, and catch d 
him by the Sleeve, ſaying, He muſt go to the Guard Room at the Tower, ts 
drink a Glaſi of Wine with Capt. Cop there. Mr, Mawgriadge wovld have 
excus'd himſelt, but the Captain would not be ſatisfy d *cill he vent. The 
Company chere, were Capt. Cope, Capt. Brocker, Capt. Travel, Mr. Martin, 
and Mr. Mawgriage, When they came to the mer. Guard, Capt. Cepe call'd 
tor co Bottles of Wine, which were brought; and as they were drinking, a 
Coach came to the Guard-Room:- Door with a Woman in it, who was 2 
known Woman of the Town. She ask'd for Capt. Cee; the Captain came 
preſently to the Coach with Mr. Mawgridge, and brought her into the 
Guard- Room, the latter paying her Coach-hire; and afterwards fitting 


down by her, ſhe told him, ſhe did not like his Face, and fo remov'd towards 


Capr, Cope ; then Mr. Mamgridge broke a Bisket, and took ſome of the 
Bread, which he fillup'd at her; and told her, If ſbe lik'd him not, to give 
im his Shilling again which he pay'd for Coach hire. Upon this, Capt. 
Cope pay d the Shilliag ; and then the Woman gave Mr. Mawgridge fawcy 
Language; and he told her, She was a Bitch, and came for nothing, but 


to jilt Capt, Cope. The Captain, at that, grew angry, and challeng'd 


Mawgriage out. But Mawgridge anſwer'd him, and (aid, Ie was net pro- 


per for him to fight an Officer npon hit Guard, Then Capt. Cope and the 


Woman reproach'd him, and told him, He was a Coward. Upon this, 
Aamgriage threw the Bottle, and hit the Captain; which he return'd, and 
unde Mawgridge : Then they both drew ; and Mr. Mertin, h Fencing- 
Maſter, interpos'd, and clapp'd his Hand upon Mawgridge's left Shoulder, 
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Time, Capt. Cope advanc'd to Mawzriage, who ſtabby d him over Mr, Mars 
in's Shoulder, whereof he dy d. | 
This is what Mr. Mawgriaze inſiſted on, the laſt ; and, whar is very ob- 
ſervable, ſaid, That what Mr. Martin and the Woman ſwore concerning 
his challenging Capt. Cope, were the very Words that Cope ſaid to him; 
and farther alledg'd, that Capt. Tra vell actually depos'd at his Tryal, 
That Capt. cope and he both drew together; tho' the Woman ſwore his 
Sword was not in his Hand : And fo did Martin, whoſe Back was towards 

Capt. Cepe all the while, holding Mawgriage againſt the Wall. 

And now I ſhall give you the Caſe of the Special Verdict, as it was drawn 
up by the Proſecutor's Counſel, without the rehearſing of one Tirtle of 
Maworidge's Evidence oa the other Side; which is ſuppoſed a Failling in 
Mr. Maugridges Lawyers nor attending the drawing up of the Ferarf# 
* At the Seſ{apns of the Peace for London, the iſt of July, in the 5th Year 
of the Queen, John Mawgridge, Gent. Was indicted, for that on rhe 7rh 
* of Jane, in the ſame Year, he did feloniouſly, voluntariſy, and of bis 
Malice fore-thought, make an Aſſault upon Milliam Cope, Gent. and with 
*© Sword on the left Part of his Breaſt, near the left Pap, did him ſtrike 
and pierce, giving him chereby a mortal Wound, of which he the ſaid 
'* William Cope did inſtantſy die. Which Indictment being deliver'd to 
the Juſtices of Goal-Delivery, he was arraign'd thereupon, and pleaded 
** not Guilty. | 
The jury found this Special Verdif, | 
*© That William cope was Lieutenant of the Queen's Guard in the 
« Tower, and the priacipal Ofhcer then commanding there, and was then 
upon the Guard in the Guard Room; and that John Mawgridge was

„ which Woman Mawgridge did then affront, and angry Words paſs d be-

Capt. Cope did therenpon deſire Mawgridge to forbear ſuch Uſage of the

To come cloſe ro a Stare of 
the preſent Quer non, it doch appear, that Mamgiidge threw the Bottle at 
Mr. Cope, withbur any Provocation given to him for the Dicregce was 
between him and the Woman that was thergun Company; anc his Beha- 
viour was ſo rude and diſtaſtful, as did induce Capt. Cope to defire him ta 
cave the Room), where he was only 2 Gueſt to him, and there his her · 
miſſion.

cauſe Mawgridge, by his throwing the Bottle, hath manifeſted a malici- 
ous Deſign. Secondly, his Sword was drawn immediately, to ſupply the 
Miſchiet which the Bottle might fall ſhort of, Thirdly, The throwing 
the Botele by Capt. Cope, was juſtifiable and Jawfulz and tho* he had 
wounded Mawgridge, he might have juſtify'd it in an Action of Aſſanlt 
and Battery; and therefore cannot be any Provocation,, to Mawgridge,

I come now to the third Matter propos'd; which is, to conſider what 
zs in Law ſuch a Provacaticg to a Man to commit an Act oi Violence up. 
| on another, whereby he ſhall deprive him of his Lite, fo as to extenuate 
| rhe Fact, and make it to be a Man-Slaughter only. Firſt, Negatively, 
1 what is nor. Secondly; Poſitively, what is. Firſt, No Words of Reproach 
| or infamy, are ſufficient to provoke another to ſuch a Degree of Anger, 
as to ſtrike or aſſault the provoking Party with a Sword, or to throw: 
Bottle at him, or ſtrike him with any other Weapon, that may Kill him 
But if the Perſon provoking, b&#thereby kill'd, it is Murder. 

If one Man be treſpaſſing upon another, breaking his Hedges, or tht 
like; and the Owner, or his Servant, ſhall, upon Sight hereot, take up; 
Hedge Stake, and knock him on the Head; that will be Murder, becaule 
it was 2 violent Act beyond the Proportion of the Provocation. But here, 
in the Caſe of Mawgridge, it is quite different: He had not the leaft Pro. 
vocation trom Capt. Cope, until after he had made the firſt and dangerou 
' Afu't, and then purſu'd it, with the drawing his Sword to fecond it, be 
fore Mr. Cope return'd the other Bottle. N 

Have in theſe Particulars, ſhewa what is not a Provocation, to allevi- 
ate the AR of Killing, ſo as to reduce it ro be but a bare Hem:cide, I will

Upon the Habeas Corpus, to remove the Special Verdi into the Court of 
Queen Bench, Mr. Mawadridge was brought cer to that Priſon ; where, 
after two Months Impriſonment, or thereabout, and having bought 
his Irons, excepting a Horſe-Lock about his Leg, he effected his Eſcape, 
after this Manner: Firft, He had prepar'd a Number of Screws to faſten 
into the Wood, as he had Occaſion; and when he had made ſuch Trya's 
of them, as was neceſſary, he ſer about the Work thus: He went down

Sidez bur he was ſatiafy'd, it was God Almighty's Appointment, that he 
mould come to an ignominious Death, ſince he had ſo wonderfully eſcap d, 
and had been preſerv'd from ſuck imminent Dangers ſince.

he could lie down contentedly in the Channel to be trod upon, rather 
than commit a raſh Action. He had perfectly freed bimſclf from the'

A little before his being Taken, he was put to very hard Shifts for 
Neceſſaries to ſupport himſelf, being relolv'd ro ſtarve, rather than do a 
diſhoneſt Actios to live; for which Reaſon, he abſolutely refuſed to go 
over to the French; though, as he declar'd, he was prompted to do it by 
Capt. Twiſden ; to whom, for Want, he diſcover'd himſelf; and who 
afrerwards, as he call'd it, berray'd him to Capt. Lloyd; who, for the 
Lucre of Fifty Pounds, brought him over from his Ciry of Refuge. This 
he inſiſted hard upon for a long Time, becauſe, he ſaid, they had no law- 
ful Call to touch him, either from God or Man.

1 ask'd him here, if all that he had ſaid to me, and ſome 
others rhat vifited him with me, were rrue, and to he depended upon? 
He 2nſwered, and ſaid, Yer, I aſſure you they are true, as J expect Salus: 
gion ar 31s la Day; and then he deliver'd to me his laſt Confeſſion and 
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Admonition, ſaying, He hoped his Death might be of more Uſe to the World, 
than his Living; and ſo wiſhing me an eternal Farewel, and. I him a joy- 
ful Reſurrection, we parted for ever, leaving him with Joy and Tranſport 
ſparkling in his Eyes, while Tears overflow'd mine.
